ORIES of the tragic death of 
ie prince imperial of France 
h Zululand in 187 were re-

Charles Hill, aged 62, on being gran oe 
by Judge Crane in the General Sessions 
in New York to an indeterminate term 
in the penitentiary for forgery, claimed 
in mitigation of his punishment that he 
was the hero who had rescued the 
body of the prince imperial so that it 
could be brought back “to France.” 
As it has been intimated that in the 
event of his claim in this connection be- 
ing substantiated the board of parole 
was inclined to treat him with particu- 
lar leniency it may be just as well to 
state that his pretensions are without a 
shadow of foundation. 

In the first place no heroism Terni 
soever was required for the recovery ‘of 
the body of the prince imperial, and 
secondly, the recovery was effected by 
an entirely different man whose official 
deposition I have before me as I write 
this. His name was James’ Lomas, a 
Worcestershire man who had been as- 
signed to the prince shortly after the 
latter’s arrival in South Africa as or- 
derly. 

Lomas, who was a trooper ot the Sev- 
enteenth lancers, was a veteran of the 
Crimean war and of the Indian mutiny, 
which would make him between 80 and 
9@ years of age at least had he sur- 
vived until today, which is not the case. 
He has left a son and a daughter who 
are both of them in the neighborhood of 
50. Lomas wished to accompany his 
master on the day when the latter met 
his death while on a reconnoitering 
expedition, but was ordered by him to 
remain in camp so as to attend to one 
of the ce’s horses which was sick. 

It may be remembered that Capt. J. 
Brenton Carey of the North Stafford- 
shire regiment, who was in command 
of the small reconnoitering party, gave 
the order “every man for himself”. 
when, aftér a brief rest on the borders 
of a maize field, they were surprised by 
a large raiding band of Zulus and gal- 
loped off without paying any attention 
to the safety of the prince. The prince 
wag riding that day a particularly tall 
horse of somewhat uncertain temper and 
had clutched the holster of his saddle 
with his left hand, preparatory to mount- 
ing, when his charger, alarmed by the 
firing of the Zulus and by their flerce 
war cries, incited also by the spectacle 
of the other horses darting off at full 
gallop, bolted in his turn. 

Had the holster held the prince could 
have clambered into his saddle and have 
escaped. But the saddle was of poor 
workmanship and at the critical moment 
the holster came away in his hand, 
throwing him to the ground, still clutch- 
ing his stirrup leather with the right 
hand. Pounded by the horse's hoofs, he 
was compelled to let go and the horse 
dashed away, leaving him to recover his 
feet ond. to face git Zulus alone. | 


It subsequently 3 known that he 
sold his life dearly and that he killed 


three of his assailants and wounded two 
others before being finally speared. to 


death by his assallante, with no 


than seventeen wounds, all in front.

He was 
brought. before a court martial, but was 
able to show that he had been instructed 
to treat the prince imperial like any 
other officer and that it was an estab- 
lished rule in that particular campaign 
that if any small party engaged on pa- 
trol or reconnoitering duty was sur- 
prised by a tly superior force of 
Zulus they 


ing to the shooting of the enemy being 
so inferior and the likelihood of their 
hitting any one with their bullets being 
so remote. 

Their aim with their assegais or spears, 
on the other hand, is wonderfully sure, 
but these can only be h a rela- 
tively short distance with sufficient 
force to wound or to kill. 

So cleverly did Carey defend himself 
that the court martial was forced to ac- 
quit him, though its members refused 
to shake hands with him afterwards as 
is customary when a fellow officer has 
cleared himself of the charges against 
him. 

From that time on Carey was a 
marked man. His promotion to a cap- 
taincy had taken place a few daye 
before the fateful reconnoitering expe- 
dition in which the prince imperial met 
his death. It had come to Carey in the 
ordinary course of seniority and its no- 
tification from the war department in 
England reached him in South Africa 
while he was awaiting court martial. 

Shunned by the officers of the North 
Staffordshire regiment ‘to which he be- 
longed, he secured staff duty, to which 
he was entitled as having graduated 
from the staff college in 1878. As such 


he was transferred to Malta, but, sub- 


jected to a universal boycott, he asked 
and obtained another transfer, namely, 
to that extremely unpleasant seaport 
station of Karrachee, in India, to which 
80 many men are virtually exiled when
